frnin danger Is a noble service In which 
many a rough fireman, many a fear- 
less llfesaver has fulfilled some part 
at least of the purpose of his life; but 
to save boys and voung men and girls 
and women from a selfish and there- 
fore a sinful life and enlist 
them, 


wilh ourselves, in the glad service, of 
making the world happier and better, 
that is a complete fulfillment of the 
plan of God for our lives. And to do 
this, not in old age alone, but all our 
daj-s. is itself a supreme reward. 


Saved Not by'Merit but by Mercy, 
.But the most distinctive teaching of 


this parable undoubtedly is that Gocl

Startled, and possibly somewhat piqued. It is a mat- 
ter on which your average publisher Is dumb; but if 
one will look far enough it is not impossible to find 
one of the craft who will talk. 


"The popular novel is as much a gamble as the 


"It's a mat- 
ter in which you can no more tell what the public is 
going to do than which way the wind will blow to- 
morrow.

you've got to be careful not to get your garden truck 
so dose lo trees as to rob them of an ounce of vitality.

TO RJWJULATE SEX. 


For years the scientists have heen 


trying to discover the law that regu- 
lates sex. 
Undoubtedly the discovery 


would be a great boon to poultry 
keepers. 
To have the farm over-run 


with'cockerels when early pullets are 
wanted Is annoying, and it Is not sur- 
prising that any system purporting to 
regulate, the sex Is eagerly tried by 
breeders. 
We have heard it claimed 


that the pointed egg* hatched pullets 
and the round ones cockerels, and 
.then again the opposite is claimed. 
/Others claim that the location of the 
air cell is the determining factor, and 
again that it Is merely a question of 
nourishment, the stronger nourished 
eggs producing males. Some breeders 
depend upon their mating.?, believing' 
that cockerels mated with hens will 
produce a preponderance of females, 
and that a,cock mated with pullets 
"will produce a preponderance of males. 
In spite of all the theories that have 
been advanced, the law that controls 
sex has yet to'be discovered. 


CTTLITVATIXr. CORN. 


Cultivation of the soil checks the 


evaporation of moisture; consequent- 
ly, has a tendency to make the soil 
warmer. 
Checking the evaporation 


also increases the supply of available 
moisture in -the soil. Cultivation also 
stirs up the soil and allows the air to 
enter more- freely. 
Consequently, in 


cultivating, one has a means by which 
he can largely control the available 
moisture In the soil. In this way the 
corn grower has the advantage of the 
grain grower; because the grain grow- 
er loses control of his crap as soon as 
It is seeded, while the corn grower can 
do many things to regulate the condi- 
tion of his soil by ./means of cultiva- 
tion. 


Sweet corn fodder has more nutri- 


wlilch they consume. It is no small 
service that a pair of robins render 
when they honor you by living a 
summer In ynnr garden, and each day 
probably ent more than the.ir weight 
of worms and insects. It is no little 
thing to have a pair of peweea nest 
in a tree near your house, and every 
day for weeks and weeks rid the air 
of hundreds of harmful Insects that 
seek to destroy the foliage or to sting 
the fruit of your trees. I once watched 
a pewee capture sixteen insects during 
a period of ten minutes. 


Many people have failed to appre.- 


ciato what a. tremendous force the 
wild birds are for doing- good to the 
agricultural Interests of the country, 
simply from a failure to observe them 
closely. 
Many people rarely see wild 


birds except when the frightened crea- 
tures are wildly endeavoring to escape 
from the real or Imaginary enemy 
who has Intruded upon their solitude. 
But hide in a quiet place, almost any- 
where in tho fields or woods, and soon 
the birds como back to their accus- 
tomed activities.

Of recent years the study of the re- 


lationship of birds to agriculture has 
revealed many facts which are having 
0 decided influence in chajiglng public 
sentiment regarding many birds which 
were formerly regarded as largely If 
not wholly detrimental.

ence to the rsal value of some species 
of hawks and owls on the farm. Many 
people have' recognized but little dis- 
tinction betwpen these, anil tens of 


hoppers and other Insects. The red- 
shouldered hawk feeds to a large ex- 
tent on Held mice, shews, young rab- 
bits, and other Injurious vermin. To 
,kilt a sparrow hawk, therefore, means 
an Increased opportunity for the grass- 
hoppers to -eat the grass, and to kill 
the red-shouldered hawk means that 
a further Invitation is extended to an- 
noying rodents to Increase and gnaw 
the fruit-trees or eat the grain In the 
field.
